Washington.—President Wilson has 
declined an offer of $150,000 for the 
first newspaper article, long or short, 
which lie should write after leaving 
Hie White House. 
The President said 
in his letter of declination that no ar­ 
ticle written by anybody could 
be 
worth th*: huge sum named. 
Successful authors who get IO cents 
a word, or perhaps more, for maga­ 
zine articles, probably were somewhat 
staggered when they read of the ob cr 
made to Mr. Wilson. 
Virtually he was 
told that whether his article was long 
or short tin* $150,000 would he forth­ 
coming. 
lf the President hail agreed 
to the terms offered and had written 
what ordinarily is considered a “fat" 
newspaper article, one 1,500 words 
long, his pay would have been at the 
rate of $100 a word, fairly good com­ 
pensation, and especially so lf Mr. Wil­ 
son in writing made up his mind to 
confine himself to words of oui* syl­ 
lable. 
In this ease the article would 
represent maximum pay with a min­ 
imum of handwriting or typewriting 
effort. 
It is pretty well known flint the 
President Intends to write after he 
leaves the White House. 
Already, as 
the world knows, he lins written wide­ 
ly. 
Nearly alt our ex-presidents have 
been w riters to a more or less prolific 
extent, and also* to a more or less ex­ 
cellent degree.

Sharp criticism of bonus law adm in­ 
istration brought defense that seemed 
acceptable 
to

com mitteemen. 
Favorable action, however, was based 
only on the immediate need for bonus 
funds.

Must Return Courtesies.

They are obliged in common decency 
to return these courtesies, and to re­ 
turn them cost* money, and tin* money 
must come out of the pocket of the 
ambassador.

probably dites not exceed $3,500 a year. 
Some of tile grout nations of tile 
world train all the member* of their 
diplomatic corps with a view to pro­ 
moting them when the time shall come. 
Till* mean* that when a Frenchman 
or un Lnglislimun, or a man of some 
other nation Is appointed us am b ag e - 
dor or m inister. Ii** knows Ids business. 
Liberal allowances are made by mo*!
